La Scala re-opened last month with Galletti as 
Leonora — "II Trovatore." 

Mile. Stable, from Munich, had good success 
m Leipsic's opera house with her performances 
of principal female rdles in " L'Africaine," 
"Faust," and ''La Fille du Eegiment." 

Bausserein's superb bass and impassioned stylo 
carried him triumpbantly into tVivor at Berlin's 
opera as Bertram and the. High Priest, in "La 
Flute Enchante." 

Bottero created much enthusiasm there on his 
debut in " Eiisir d' Amore," with Mme. Pozzi as 
the Adiiia. 

Mme. Ubrich, engaged for London's opera, had 
a grand ovation at Breslau on March 31st, when 
she performed Selika for the last time. The Flor- 
entine quartet had given three brilliant concerts 
there. 

Wachtel appears to have gained wonderful tri- 
umphs at Hamburg's opera house. 

Tibernl and wife are reported as very successful 
at La Fenice— Venice— -ami to have revived that 
opera's almost extinguished prestige, but Chorley 
affirms their absolute failure to maintain high 
artistic positions there, according to his informa- 
tion.

AdeMaa Patti gave a grand musical receptiob 
at Paris before leaving to commence her London 
opera season on May II h, and Parisian dilettanti 
were present in very large delegations to honor 
the occasion. 

Paris had in inid April four dislinguished vio- 
lin sts In concert perfofmance-^'Joachim, Vieux- 
temp3, Wieniawski and Sivori. Wienlawski 
playeJ at le Conservatoire concert, Mendelssohn's 
concerto precisely at the same moment that Joa- 
chim played it at le Cirque, and gained high esti- 
mation thereby. 

Auber being present when "Rigoletto" was 
performed, went . after third act to congratulate 
Signer Cresci upon his great success in that r61e.
